ALLIED TRANSPORT
WITH 638 SOLDIERS

French and Serbians Lost
on Craft in Mediter-
ranean Attack

1362 MEN WERE RESCUED

PARIS, Oot. 5.—The Fronch auxiliary
crulser Gallla, of 14,066 tons, carrying 2000
French und Serblan troops, was torpedoed
on October 4, It was announced here tolay,

Only 6838 lives wore lost; the rest of the
troops flonted for more than twelve hours
on rafts and boats, They wers pleked up
the next day by a French cruiser and two
large boats and have arrived off the pouth-
ern coast of Bardinia.

At the torpedo which wan dlapatohed, It
is belleved, by a German submarine, an-.
tered the big vessel's sids, a terrifie biast
blew the wship lote atoms. The missile
hued explodsd In & munitions bunker.

It 18 belisved the Gallla was on ths way
to Salonica and came from Corslca, where
French and Berblan troops are stationed,

The Onliia's wireless was destroyed, pre-
vanting the ship from calling for help In
thae few minutes bafors what was left of
har sank. The Frenoch crulser which saved
the survivors on the following day, was
summoned by & patrol boat,

The Gallla was one of the largest vessels
on the Companle de Navigation Sud-At-
lantique and bafors the war plled between
French and South Atlantic porta. She waa
bullt in 1913 and hailled from Bordeaux.
